Springfield, 111., .July 266.—Judge 
S. Smith today held Governor Len 
Small amenable to 
arrest on war- 
ants charging him with embezzle­ 
ment of large sums of state funds. 
Overruling contentions of Small’s 
ittorneys that the governor is im­ 
mune from arrest bv virtue of his 
office, Judge Smith held: 
‘There is no king in Illinois. 
The 
grovenntr is liable to airest.” 
' 
The 75 year old barrister*- eyes 
gleamed and bis jaws came together 
with a snap, lh* ordered the clerk of 
the court to place the warrants for 
Small's arrest in the hands of Sheriff 
lenry Mester. 
Then for 
Master's 
benefit, he quoted from tile law to 
show that 
the sheriff must 
make 
igorous efforts to serve the warrants 
or lie will be liable for punishment for 
non-performance of duty. 
Judge Smith held iii his opinion 
that the governor will 
violate 
the 
laws should lie carry out his threat 
of calling state troops to protect him 
him from arrest. 
“The governor,” he declared, “has 
no right to call the militia for bi­ 
personal protection.” 
When the judge finished reading 
Ids opinion, former Governor Joseph 
Fifer, chief counsel for Small, leaped 
to his feet and began an argument 
for postponement of service to give 
him and his associates more time to 
prepare their cases.

Outline of Plans That He Wants

Harding today asked congress to 
broaden the 
powers 
of the 
war 
finance corporation so#that it could 
give financial relief to the railroads 
and agriculture. 
Ile made this request in a short 
message addressed to the -enate and 
house of representatives. 
Harding gave only a bare outline 
of the plans he wants congress to 
approve. 
Details will he given out 
later by the railroad administration. 
The 
president, 
however, 
made 
clear these points of his plan: 
That the war finance corporation 
he empowered to buy the railroad se­ 
curities now 
held by the 
director 
general, so officials may have funds I 
to settle with the railroads without 
dipping into the treasury. 
That the power of the corporation 
be 
broadened so it canid 
extend 
further relief to the live -tack r a i s ­ 
ers and farmers. 
Harding also 
revealed 
that to 
hasten settlement with 
the govern­ 
ment railroads 
should waive their 
claim based on assertion that labor 
depreciated in value during govern­ 
ment control and that the govern­ 
ment should be asked. 
The waiver, 
however, 
will not prejudice 
their 
rights 
if 
they should take 
their 
claim to court. 
Ile explained that the government 
owed the railroads and the road- 
owed the government aud that -ettle- 
ment has been 
made for a 
claim 
totalling $325,568,764. 
Harding merely touched on the ag­ 
ricultural relief feature of his mes­ 
sage. 
When the message 
reached 
congress, however, 
Senator Kellog 
introduced a bill containing the ad ­ 
ministration plan. 
The Kellog bill 
wa- designed as a substitute for the 
Norris foreign export bill which the 
senate has been considering. 
file Kellog measure provides one 
billion dollar-' credit for th e fa rulers 
and it authorizes 
the war 
finance 
corporation to extend credit to the 
farmers and enable them to carry 
over surplus crops until a market is 
available for them. 
Liberal terms for the repayment 
of government loans are also pro­ 
vided. 


New State Attendance System Will

EFFECTIVE NEXT SCHOOL YEAR 


Duties Are Enlarged and Take on

The boy of school age who “cuts” 
his classes last year to go fishing or 
to* play ball will find 
that 
truancy 
will be more difficult under a new a t­ 
tendance system which will he in­ 
stituted wit Ii the beginning

next school year. The last Indiana 
legislature* enacted a law providing 
a new system for the appointment of 
attendance officers 
who 
will 
also 
have som e duties in the nature of 
social service work. 
The officers, under the law, 
must 
have completed tile work of the ele­ 
mentary public schools; no 
equiva­ 
lent is accepted. This Hiles out gra­ 
duates of 
private 
and 
parochial 
schools. In addition to this, the ap­ 
plicants must pass the state exam­ 
ination unless they nu* high 
school 
graduates. 
A list of those from 
any 
given 
county who have passed the exami­ 
nation is sent to the county superin­ 
tendent of school, who adds to it his 
high school 
graduates, 
and 
then 
makes nominations to 
the 
county 
trustees. The officers are selected by 
the trustees, and are under the su- 
oervision of the county superinten­ 
dent. Some counties will have only 
one, some more, according to popu­ 
lation. When the 
appointments are 
completed there will be between 125 
and 3 50 officers

chickens by some

disease, 
County Agent H. D. Ball was called 
in to diagnose the case,

sickly chickens into the department 
of animal pathology at Purdue. 
The 
chickens 
evidently 
had 
a 
dreadful disease, when 
the 
report 
came back thus. 
“This chick showed indications of 
a protozoan disease known as cocci­ 
diosis.” 
According to the fanner who lost 
the chickens, the 
few 
Aveeks 
old 
chicks would simply lay aound Arith 
their eyes shut, and gradually 
be­ 
come weaker and weaker and then 
die. 
There may be several chicken rai­ 
sers in Jfhis? county who have 
been 
having the same trouble, 
and 
for 
this reason R. A. Whiting. 
Animal 
Pathologist of the state 
university 
sent in several recommendations far 
fighting a plague of this kind among 
the chickens. 
“This disease may ho traced with 
any of the following plans

nort stated: one third teaspoonful of 
ground catechu 
to

drinking water; or one

of hydrochloric acid to a

campaign to discontinue the build­ 
ing of hospitals in Indiana will be 
inaugurated by Dr. J. N. Hurty, sec­ 
retary of the state board of health, 
it was announced today. 
“What are we going to do if the 
hospitals are done away with?” 
“ This will he the question that ev­ 
ery person in the state will ask. 
I 
will answer this by saying that we 
should 
place 
more of our time in 
preventing disease than we should 
in curing it,” said \Dr. Hurty. 
“ People today are spending 
too 
much of their time and money in 
curing 
disease, when they should 
use it to prevent it. Years ago, peo­ 
ple 
would say that there was no 
cure for tuberculosis. Yet at present 
we have a cure for this disease. 
^Years and 
years 
ago, it was 
said that to operate on a person for 5 
appendicitis would put them in their 
grave. We now operate and have al­ 
most a way to prevent appendicitis.” 
Dr. Hurty favors extension in the 
prevention 
work to a great extent 
rather than place this money in 
a 
curative fund, to be used for cura­ 
tive purposes only. 
“As soon as we can learn that an 
ounce of prevention is worth a pound 
of cure we will be much better off,” 
Hurtv concluded.

arms, except for the 1,000 
militia­ 
men provided far in the pact signed 
in July, 1920, with the Zenistovo the 
then government.

With the overthrow of the Re<i.~. 
the conservatives under Kappel. who

The fact that the 
Kappelists are monarchists does not 
dater them from laying claim to the 
, original title to everything democ­ 
ratic.

ment’s territory is daily 
expanding 
and now 
extends 
to 
Spassk 
and 
Grodekovo. 
That the business interests of the 
community are pleased with the turn 
that events have taken bere cannot 
be doubted. The attitude of the bu­ 
siness class was shown by resolu­ 
tions adopted by tile 
Chamber 
of 
Commerce, which appears 
to lie 
a 
genuinely presentative 
body, 
cen­ 
suring the late local administration 
and declaring the overturn was due 
to the Communist meth ids 
of 
the 
Chita government. 
What the outcome will be on this 
new attempt to establish stability in 
the Russian Far East only time will! 
tell. Promises have been made to the 
people 
lief ore 
and 
were 
broken. 
There is the Japanese factor, which 
is not to be ignored and the general 
unrest that has come after years of 
war and constantly changing forms 
of so-called givernment.

shown today by Leonid Krassin, the 
soviet’s foremost diplomat. 
In an exclusive interview with the 
United P rels on the eve of his de­ 
parture for Moscow, iKrassin de­ 
clared Russia is anxious to resume 
trade with the United States and to 
consider her the favored power in 
the development of Siberia and the 
far east. 
“The Russian 
people," 
declared 
the trade commissioner will not un­ 
der any circumstances tolerate or 
make its peace with the annexation­ 
ist ambitions of Japan imperialism. 
“And even though Japanese 
Jin­ 
goes 
are seizing Russian territory 
and Russian 
cities on the Pacific 
coast, this does not mean they will 
succeed in retaining those properties. 
“Siberia and the 
fa r 
east have 
been and will remain Russian. 
“The Russian government 
today 
would he ready to place at the dis­ 
posal of the United States such pri­ 
vileges in Siberia and the far east 
for the development of natural re: 
sources and transportation lines as 
it would not 
under 
any 
circum­ 
stances grant to other g o v e rn m e n ts .’’ 
Krassin proceeded lo explain why 
the United States is regarded 
with 
especial favor in Russia. 
Much of 
the feeling, he said, was due to the 
similiarity of the countries in area 
to the transportation problems 
they 
face and to a belief that Russia now 
is in much the same condition as 
the United States was at the close 
of the civil war. 
“Rqssia desires 
the widest pos­ 
sible development of commercial re­ 
lations with America,” Krassin 
de­ 
clared. * 
“In particular she wants the p ar­ 
ticipation of American ('Spital on the 
wisest scale in the development f>f 
agriculture, transport and industry. 
“All Russia’s requirements are of 
a mass character and American in­ 
dustry which works on the principle 
f standardization 
and 
mass pro­ 
duction is the 
most 
suitable 
for 
their satisfaction. 
“Russia’s 
colossal 
demand 
for 
standardized 
articles 
of 
various 
kinds is, perhaps, the market best 
uited to American industry* 
Russia of all countries 
is 
most 
like America in the immensity of her 
distances and the richness of her na­ 
tural 
resources. 
Only 
Americans 
can grasp the vast problems which 
await the solution of technical and 
economical science.” 
Krassin called 
attention 
to the 
condition of the U. S. at the close of 
the civil war. “That is Riissia” he 
said, “exhausted by fighting her fin­ 
ancial 
relations 
with 
the 
whole 
world extremely involved. 
Yet the 
American people found the energy 
for a magical reconstruction of ec­ 
onomic life. Russia, too will recover. 
Participation of America in this re­ 
construction is particularly in the 
interests 
of 
both 
countries if we 
consider the importance of the P ac­ 
ific problem to* the U. S. and that 
undoubted rivalry which exists be­ 
tween America and Japan.”
